On-the-Job  Training 


Learning  to  become  a  rabbi,  like  any 

profession,  involves  a  combination  of 
book  learning  and  on-the-job  training. 

Indeed,  many  of  the  pastoral,  homiletical  and 
leadership  functions  of  a  rabbi  cannot  be  taught 
in  a  classroom.  I  know  that  only  by  functioning 
as  a  rabbinic  intern  in  a  safe  and  controlled 
environment  could  I  myself  take  the  first  steps 
towards  cultivating  these  skills.  I  clearly  recall 
both  the  excitement  and  fear  of  my  first  sermons, 
first  pastoral  meetings,  first  adult  education 
classes  and  first  staff  meetings  as  a  rabbinic 
intern.  By  learning  the  trade  (and  often  making  mistakes)  under 
the  watchful  eye  of  a  compassionate  mentor  and  forgiving 
community,  I  was  able  to  develop  confidence  and  to  find  my  own 
rabbinic  voice.  Years  later,  I  look  back  on  those  experiences  with 
fondness  and  profound  gratitude. 

It  is  thus  with  great  joy  that  we  welcome  Ari  Saks  as  our 
rabbinic  intern  this  year.  Many  of  you  know  Ari  from  his  years 
as  our  Torah  reader  and  the  leader  of  our  Shabbat  morning 
parashat  ha-shavua  discussions.  As  a  fourth-year  rabbinical 
student  at  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary,  Ari  already  boasts 
a  track  record  of  leadership.  His  work  at  Camp  Ramah  in  the 
Poconos,  his  positions  at  CLAL  and  the  Interfaith  Center  of 
Greater  Philadelphia  and  his  experiences  teaching  students  of  all 
ages  signal  a  bright  future  for  this  promising  rabbi-to-be. 

In  addition  to  shadowing  me  and  my  rabbinic  colleagues, 

Ari  will  take  on  a  number  of  discrete  roles  in  our  congregational 
family.  He  is  teaching  in  our  Hebrew  High  School,  working  with 
our  Havurah,  and  staffing  the  Day  School  families  committee. 


I  hope  that  as  we  get  to  know  Ari  better,  he  will 
able  to  share  his  infectious  love  of yiddishkeit 
with  more  and  more  of  us.  Ari  is  excited  to  hear 
how  he  can  serve  the  congregation,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  our  membership  will  embrace  Ari  as 
the  newest  member  of  the  rabbinic  team. 

I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  also  point 
out  that  Ari’s  presence  in  our  community  is 
yet  another  expression  of  our  ongoing  close 
relationship  with  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary.  Park  Avenue  Synagogue’s  support 
of  JTS  enables  the  next  generation  of  Jewish 
educators,  rabbis  and  cantors  to  be  trained.  Our  home  study 
evenings,  visits  from  the  Chancellor,  Parasha  Partnership 
program,  and  other  opportunities  to  learn  at  the  Seminary 
all  reflect  this  vibrant  relationship.  The  Resnick  Internship 
program  in  which  Ari  is  participating  is  yet  another  avenue 
for  our  community  to  be  strengthened  by  association  with  JTS 
and  for  the  students  of  JTS  to  be  shaped  by  contact  with  our 
congregational  family. 

Finally,  I  am  particularly  excited  to  mentor  Ari  in  the  year 
ahead.  My  contact  with  Ari  provides  me  with  the  opportunity  to 
reflect  aloud  on  the  craft  of  the  rabbinate  and  thus  be  more  aware 
of  my  own  efforts.  By  having  Ari  as  an  intern,  I  am  able  to  repay 
the  mentorship  extended  to  me  years  ago  by  mentoring  a  future 
rabbi  who  will,  please  God,  mentor  another  in  the  years  ahead. 

More  importantly,  greet 
him  warmly  in  the  hallways.  Welcome  Ari!  We  are  so  excited  to 
bring  you  into  our  community  this  year.

A  Great  Miracle  Happened  There, 
Great  Miracles  Happen  Here! 


Hanukkah  is  a  holiday  of  miracles  -  the 
Hasmoneans  (Maccabees)  defeated  the 
Assyrian  Greeks;  the  Jews  staved  off 
assimilation  into  Hellenism;  and  a  small  cruse 
of  oil  kept  the  menorah  in  the  Temple  aflame  for 
eight  days.  Each  of  these  miracles  is  reflected  in 
the  traditional  second  blessing  recited  when  we 
light  the  Hanukkah  candles:  Barukh  atah  Adonai, 
eloheinu  melekh  ha-olam,  sheh-asah  nissim  la- 
avoteinu  ba-yamim  ha-heim  ba-z  'man  ha-zeh. 

"Praised  are  You  Adonai  our  God,  who  rules  the 
universe,  who  accomplished  miracles  for  our 
ancestors  in  ancient  days,  at  this  season."  This  blessing  creates  a 
historical  relationship  between  our  ancestors  and  us.  The  miracle 
of  Hanukkah  occurred  many  years  ago  at  this  time  of  year. 

This  blessing,  however,  could  go  further.  A  close  look  at  a 
Conservative  siddur  reveals  a  nuanced  change.  The  authors  of 
our  siddur  added  the  single  letter  vav.  The  blessing  now  reads: 
ba-yamim  ha-heim  u-va-z  'man  ha-zeh  -  who  accomplished 
miracles  for  our  ancestors  in  ancient  days,  and  in  our  time.  This 
version  not  only  creates  a  historical  relationship,  but  asserts 
that  similar  miracles  continue  in  our  times  as  well.  We  ask 
for  partnership  with  God  as  we  fight  personal  and  communal 
adversities  in  the  world  today. 

Hanukkah  provides  a  new  paradigm  for  our  experience  of 
God  in  the  world.  What  are  today’s  Jewish  miracles?  Certainly 
the  creation  of  the  State  of  Israel  hearkens  back  to  the  Hanukkah 
story.  The  soldiers  of  1948  who  defeated  multiple  armies  with 


relatively  sophisticated  weapons  were  viewed 
as  modern-day  Maccabees.  The  A I  Ha-nissim 
prayer ,  which  is  recited  throughout  Hanukkah 
(and  on  Purim)  was  reformulated  to  tell  the 
events  of  1948  and  is  recited  during  the  Amidah 
on  Yom  HaAtzma’ut,  Israel’s  Independence  Day. 
Not  all  contemporary  miracles  are  politically 
based.  Rabbi  David-Seth  Kirshner  of  Temple 
Emanu-El  in  Closter,  New  Jersey,  has  said 
that  JDate  is  a  miracle  of  the  modem  Jewish 
world,  because  it  curbs  interfaith  marriages.  Our 
PAS  food  pantry  feeding  so  many  families  is  a 
miracle.  That  hundreds  of  children  enter  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
every  week  to  leam  and  engage  their  Jewish  souls  is  a  miracle. 
What  personal  miracles  would  you  add  to  this  list?  The  birth  of  a 
child?  Recovery  from  an  illness?  A  promotion  at  work?  Waking 
up  each  day? 

Miracles  certainly  occurred  at  this  season  millennia  ago, 
but  they  did  not  cease.  Our  theology  insists  that  we  are  always 
writing  new  chapters  in  the  ancient  book  that  is  Judaism.  God’s 
presence  in  our  chapter  is  as  pervasive  as  in  the  chapters  that 
came  before.  In  the  Conservative  movement,  we  couple  this 
theology  with  an  interpretive  approach  to  liturgy,  so  that  the 
motifs  of  Hanukkah  are  not  only  a  link  to  our  history,  but  also  a 
testimony  to  our  active  and  engaging  partnership  with  God  -  ba- 
yamim  ha-heim  u-va-z  'man  ha-zeh ,  in  the  days  of  our  ancestors 
and  in  our  days.

Where  the  Past  and  the  Present  Meet 


In  a  few  days  we  will  light  candles  to 

celebrate  Hanukkah,  recalling  the  miracle 
of  a  single  day’s  supply  of  oil  lasting  for 
eight  days.  In  the  traditional  blessing  for  lighting 
the  candles,  we  praise  God  for  performing  this 
miracle  “in  those  days  at  this  season,”  ba- 
yamim  ha-hem  ba-z’man  ha-zeh.  One  possible 
meaning  of  this  blessing  is  that  through  the 
ritual  of  lighting  candles,  we  are  reconstituting 
in  this  moment  the  transcendent  substance  of 
the  miracle  that  happened  in  those  days.  That  is 
to  say,  the  performance  of  the  Hanukkah  ritual 
renews  the  miracle  of  Hanukkah  in  our  day. 

Every  day  of  the  Jewish  calendar  affords  similar  opportunities 
to  renew  the  miracles  and  blessings  of  our  past  in  the  present  by 
means  of  rituals.  Some  rituals,  like  lighting  Hanukkah  candles, 
we  know  how  to  do.  Others,  like  the  recitation  of  daily  prayers 
and  the  chanting  of  Torah  and  Haftarah,  may  not  come  so  easy. 
But  with  time,  effort  and  guidance  we  all  can  be  empowered  to

perform  these  mitzvot  ourselves.
